A new plan of having all
business brought befora the body referred
to a distribution committee, which, in tum,
refers it again to proper sub-committees,
has not proven as rapid a plan as was ex-

A great portion of to-ddy was consumed
in the electionof officers, and for once in

the |history of the order the slate
was  broken. John G. A. Richter,
Past State  Councilor, of  Ohlo,
was to have ‘been elected National

Vice Councilor, but he was not elected. He
was supported by Ohio and Pennsylvania,
and his friends from Pittsburg were sure of
his election, but New Jersey bad something
to say, and as a result, H. A. Kibb, of
Trenton, was eleoted by 44 votes. This was
the closest election of an important office
ever beld in the National Couneil.

James Cranston, of Pittsburg, was elected
National Councilor, and Edward 8 Deemer,
of Philadelphia, National Secretary. Mr
Deemer was eleoted for five years, and he
now enters upon his twenty-fifth year as
National Secretary.

The vote on the change of name {aken last
fall was reported officially, and tbaﬁnpoud
change was defeated by over 10, votes
It is not likely the question will come up
again in many as the national coun-
oil has provided for the continmaoce of
National Organizer hen Collins, and
the organization, through his efforts, is now
spreading in the West, where the ochange

A resolution was adopted referring the
entire constitution and laws of the order to
8 committee for revision. A resolution
passed providing that the National Board
of Officers shall consist of the National
Councilor, National Vice Couneilor and the
Junior Past National Councilor. This re-
duces the board to three instead of five
members, as heretofore.

Senator Davis Introduocss & Blll Authoristng
the President to Do as He Desms Proper
~Tolls to Be Charged Canadian Vessels
Under Certaln Clroetamstances.

WAsSHINGTON, June 22 —Senstor Davis,

THREATENED BY A FLOOD.

The Pottsville Dam May Give Way at Any
Iustant—Only 8'x Feet of Water Drawn
Off In 20 Hours—FPeople S5tlll on the Hills
Beeking Safety,

PorrsviLLe, PA., June 22 —After 20
hours of work at drawing off through the
pipes the water in the immense leaking
reservolr of the Pottaville Water Company,
in the 8t. Clair Valley, onlysix feet of water
has been taken out, and the danger of the
entire breast giving away at any instant
has increased. Experts and the builders of
the dam frankly confess that they canmot
understand how the bank is holding to-
gether so long, under the wear of the escap-
ing watera

The people of Bt Clair and surrounding
towns are still on the hills where they spent
the night Pottsville and other safe places
entertained hundreds of them last might.
8t. Clair Councils are being urged to end
the suspense by the use of dynamite, and
the excitement is beyond deseription.

B. E Peddicord, chief of the baggage
smashers on the Baltimore and Ohio system,
registered at the Monongahela House
yesterday. He was on one of his regular
visits to the city. “We handle,” he said,
“‘gbout 2,500,000 pieces in a year, and we
lose on an average about one or two trunks
in that fime. The losses ocour in out-of-
the-way places, where the agents are care-
less, and feel no responsibility resting upon
them. The system, you see, is
nearly perfect when soch results are ob-
tained. The check plan is the best, and
few chan are made from year to vear.
We are always ready to adopt new ideas
aod regulations

“The baggagk smasher is a misnomer.
Our claims in a year for damage will
amonnt to sbout §100. When the men are
careless and responsible for a loss they are
fined, and after they pay a few times they
are very careful Binee we limited the
amount of baggage in onhe piece to 250
pounds our losses have been slight  Before
the order was issued drummers were in the
habit of puiting 400 to 500 pounds ina
trunk. The men couldn’t handle them,
and if one of them fell a short distance it
was sure to be broken. Drummers under-
stand now that 250 pounds is the limit, and
they divide up their baggage.
